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Family pay tribute to 
our wonderful Jack’

HEARTFELT tributes have been 
paid to a much-loved son and 
popular student who was killed 
just hours after finishing his 
final A-level exam. 

Families and communities 
across the Ely area are devas¬ 
tated following the death of 
18-year-old Jack Ure. 

Jack, a sixth-form student at 
Ely College, was killed in an hor¬ 
rific three-vehicle crash last 
Thursday afternoon. He was 
driving a Renault Clio when it 
was in collision with a Mercedes 
and a Land Rover at the bridge 
in Sandhill, Littleport. 

Jack lived with his parents, 
Tony and Emma, and sister, 
Lucy, in Pymoor. 

In an emotional tribute, Jack’s 
family described him as a “very 
bright young man with a wicked 
sense of humour”. They said: 
“Jack - a dear and wonderful 
son, brother, grandson, nephew, 
cousin and friend to ah he came 
in contact with. 

“He was a very bright young 
man with a wicked sense of 
humour. He was at the centre of 
numerous escapades both in 
and out of college, but was 
always able to extricate himself 
with his quick wit and winning 
smile. 

“Jack was an active learner and 
fully involved himself in college 
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work and lifestyle. He was also a 
much-loved member of the 
community, working in the 
local village shop for the last 
four years. 

“No one thought more highly 
of Jack than he did himself, but 
with his tongue firmly in his 
cheek. Never afraid to voice 
opinion, he loved a debate and 
would happily take the oppos¬ 
ing view to everyone else, just to 
prove that he could win the 
argument. 

“Our favourite 'Ureism’: Tm 
kind of a big deal’ is now immor¬ 
talised in a mural by his friends 
at the college. 

“A sport lover, he was a popu¬ 
lar captain of the college foot¬ 
ball team and a talented player. 

“He was a popular member of 
Ely College Sixth-Form. He fin¬ 
ished his last A-level exam on 
Thursday morning and left the 
college in high spirits, promis¬ 
ing to see everyone at the sum¬ 
mer ball, where he’d been nomi¬ 
nated for a number of awards - 
none of them for his work!

Travellers and 
showman appeal 


A TRAVELLER family and a 
showmen family have launched 
planning appeals after their 
proposals to build new plots 
were rejected. 

Mr and Mrs W Tidd have been 
trying to secure planning per¬ 
mission to build two new travel¬ 
ler sites on land east of Long 
Dolver Drove in Soham for some 
time. 

They first submitted plans to 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council in 2009 but those - and 
each of their three applications 
since - have been rejected. 

Local residents and councillors 
insist the site is “totally unsuita¬ 
ble” for extra traveller pitches. 

Speaking in January, when 
their plans were last refused, one 
Long Dolver Drove resident, who 
did not want to be named, said: 
“The site is totally unsuitable for 
this development in 2009 and it 
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still is to this day. 

“Access to the site is poor, the 
visibility coming out of the 
driveway is poor, and the pro¬ 
posals and the site are complete¬ 
ly inappropriate.” 

Now, in a last ditch attempt to 
move onto the land, Mr and Mrs 
Tidd have lodged an appeal 
against the council's decision 
with the Secretary of State.

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been launched by travelling 
showman James Gilbey, who has 
been trying to move his family 
onto land in Whitecross Road, 
Wilburton - an area which has 
many showmen’s yards - for 
some time.

acquaintances, thank¬ 
ing them for their sup¬ 
port in this difficult 
time.

Mark Sirot-Smith, 
director of Ely College 
Sixth-Form said the 
whole school was dev¬ 
astated by Jack’s death. 

He said: “Jack was a 
popular and much¬ 
loved student. We are a 
small sixth-form so eve¬ 
ryone knew Jack and as 
a community we are 
devastated by his loss. 

“Jack was hoping to go 
to university to study 
Business Economics. I 
am sure that thanks to 
his intellect, ability to 
think on his feet and 
self-confidence a suc¬ 
cessful career in busi¬ 
ness beckoned. Our 
thoughts are with Jack’s 
family and friends.” 

Jack was killed just a 
day before he was due to

celebrate the college’s 
summer ball with all his 
friends. The ball still 
went ahead and the 
focus was very much on 
celebrating everything 
that people loved about 
the teen. 

Hundreds of tributes 
have also been paid on 
social networking sites 
Facebook and Twitter, 
and the bridge where 
Jack died is laden with 
flowers and gifts in his 
memory. 

Vanessa Wood, who 


owns Riverside Caravan 
Park, located near the 
bridge, is calling for 
Cambridgeshire 
County Council to 
install traffic lights at 
the junction. 

She said: “It’s devas¬ 
tating that another 
driver has lost their life 
on this road. There have 
been six fatalities in the 
11 years that I’ve been 
here and there are con¬ 
stantly smaller acci¬ 
dents at that junction. 

“We need traffic lights 


and we need them fast. 
That way there would 
actually be some sort of 
traffic control at the 
bridge. Unless some¬ 
thing is done I’m afraid 
it is inevitable that 
another motorist will 
lose their life. It’s trag¬ 
ic.” 

Jack’s two passengers, 
a 17-year-old and an 
18-year-old, both from 
Littleport, suffered seri¬ 
ous injuries in the acci¬ 
dent. The driver of the 
Mercedes, a 65-year-old 
woman, and the driver 
of the Land Rover, a 
45-year-old man, were 
both taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
with serious injuries. 

A police investigation 
is now under way and 
anyone with informa¬ 
tion is urged to call 101. 

A council spokesman 
said the authority could 
not comment on the 
issues raised until the 
investigation had been 
completed.

CONTENTIOUS plans 
to turn one of Ely’s 
cafes into a food takea¬ 
way have been with¬ 
drawn. 

It was in May that 
Jason Watson, owner of 
Tea for Two in 
Buttermarket, off the 
Market Place, applied 
to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council for 
planning permission to 
change the use of the 
premises from A3 cafe 
to A5 hot food takea¬ 
way. 

In a statement to plan¬ 
ners, his agents said: 
“The owner has had a 
number of approaches 
from A5 users and is 
seeking the change of 
use to broaden the 
appeal of the unit in an 
effort to secure an 
alternative use for the 
site.” They added the 
change of use would 
help to “maintain the 
vitality of the area”. 

However, the plans 
were met with numer¬ 
ous concerns, includ¬ 
ing from the City of Ely 
Council and the Ely 
Society. The applica¬ 
tion has now been 
withdrawn.

Hopes of re-opening 
pub at Fish and Duck 


A MARINA near Ely has re¬ 
opened following an exten¬ 
sive refurbishment - and it is 
hoped the pub that was once 
there will soon be replaced 
too. 

The owners of the Fish and 
Duck Marina in Holt Fen, 
near Little Thetford, came 
under fire last year after they 
announced they were going 
to temporarily close the site. 

James and Davina Harvey, 
who took over the marina in 
2011, gave all the boat owners 
just three months to leave the 
facility and find an alterna¬ 
tive site. 

It was a move that caused 
uproar among the local boat¬ 
ing community as the major¬ 
ity of boaters lived there per¬ 
manently and most of the 
marinas in the area were full 
with waiting lists. 
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Now, after months of work, 
the marina has re-opened 
and has started to welcome 
boaters back. 

James said: “The marina’s 
jetties have been fully refur¬ 
bished to a high standard, 
new electrical and water 
infrastructure has been 
installed and the site has 
been landscaped and gener¬ 
ally tidied up. 

“John Aldous, a trained boat 
fitter, has been employed as 
our full-time, on-site manag¬ 
er providing a service to cus¬ 
tomers as well as site security 
- this has also been improved 
by the installation of CCTV 
equipment. 

“Sympathetically restored 
to its former glory, the marina 
prides itself on being safe, 


secure and reliable. We are 
now looking to the future and 
further expanding what we 
currently offer.” 

The couple have also been 
awarded a premises licence 
for the marina - a move they 
hope will allow them to re¬ 
build the pub and restaurant 
that was once at the site. 

The Fish and Duck Inn was 
demolished in 2009 - much to 
the disappointment of locals. 

James said: “The marina 
boasts an enviable, tranquil 
riverside location and pano¬ 
ramic views of Ely Cathedral, 
away from the rush of every¬ 
day life - this is one of the 
main reasons why the pub 
was so popular in the past. 

“We plan to start small and

James and Davina have also 
invested in ‘Jubilee’ - a small 
motor boat which is available 
for day hire for up to six peo¬ 
ple. 

James said: “We would like 
to become a venue for a fam¬ 
ily day out and we will build 
on this over the years. 

“The river has so much to 
offer and we believe that our 
location is the best in the 
local area. We are encourag¬ 
ing people from across the 
region to come and pay us a 
visit.”

Rural businesses continue 
to suffer, says CLA study 


RESIDENTS have just days to 
speak up over contentious 
plans to merge two fire sta¬ 
tions in East Cambridgeshire. 

An eight-week public con¬ 
sultation was launched last 
month for people to have 
their say on Cambridgeshire 
and Peterborough Fire 
Authority’s proposals to com¬ 
bine Burwell and Swaffham 
Bulbeck fire stations.

Tuesday, July 2. 

The authority wants to 
combine the two stations to 
create a larger fire station 
with training facilities, park¬ 
ing and community facilities 
at the land adjacent to the 
current Burwell Fire Station.

RISING unemployment, 
shrinking profits and plum¬ 
meting confidence in coun¬ 
tryside businesses has 
thrown the rural economy to 
the brink of a further reces¬ 
sion, according to a new sur¬ 
vey by the CLA and Smiths 
Gore. 

Data from the Rural 
Economy Index for the 2013 
first quarter shows that both 
agricultural and non-agricul- 


tural rural businesses are 
suffering. 

The Index’s measure of 
optimism has fallen by 40 
percent compared with the 
same quarter last year. The 
optimism felt in 2012 has 
gone due to bad weather, 
poor harvests and the rising 
price of livestock feed, 
according to the study. All 
eight survey indicators fell 
across both types of business.

Hostel for farm 
workers will be 
expanded using 
portable cabins 

PLANS to expand a hostel 
which houses hundreds of 
seasonal farm workers have 
been given the go-ahead. 

Major agricultural firm G’s 
Fresh applied for planning 
permission to expand Wings 
Hostel in Lark Bank, 
Prickwillow, in February. The 
proposals have now been 
approved by East 

Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

The decision will see porta¬ 
ble cabins being used to pro¬ 
vide an extra 14 sleeping 
units, two kitchen units, two 
toilet units and three shower 
units. 

In a statement to the coun¬ 
cil, the firm said: “Due to the 
expansion of the company in 
the past 10 years there has 
been a rising demand for 
accommodation for our sea¬ 
sonal staff. 

“In order to save the rising 
transport costs a proposal to 
set up Wings Hostel was put 
into action. Since 2003, we 
have been successful in com¬ 
plying with all the regula¬ 
tions and to our knowledge 
we have had no complaints 
from the local community 
whilst accommodating over 
200 seasonal staff. 

“The cabins will be used as 
sleeping accommodation by 
seasonal staff living on site 
on a temporary basis for a 
period until August 30.” 


All things bright 
and beautiful 


IT was the event horticultural- 
ists and flower lovers from far 
and wide had been waiting for. 

Almost 20,000 people flocked 
to Ely Cathedral for its hugely- 
anticipated four-day flower festi¬ 
val from Thursday to Sunday.

Janet Ramsey-Helie, visited the 
festival from Newmarket. She 
said: “I went to the flower festival 
at Westminster Abbey a couple of 
years ago and I have to say the 
cathedral’s was far superior.

A FENCE erected to keep “drug 
use” and “night time intruders’ 
out of the grounds of an Ely 
restaurant will be allowed to 
remain. 

A wooden slatted-style fence 
was put up along the top of the 
wall which divides the gardens 
of The Almonry and the Dean’s 
Paddock in Ely without 
planning permission being 
sought. 


As a result, Mick Blakey, 
manager of The Almonry, was 
forced to apply to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council for retrospective 
planning permission. 

Those proposals have now 
been approved by the council. 

In a statement to planners, Mr 
Blakey said: “The work was in 
response to an immediate need 
to increase security after an 


incident involving theft of lead 
from The Almonry’s roof. 

“Drug use by frequent night 
time intruders was also of great 
concern. 

“Since erection, the 
cathedral’s fabric advisory 
committee has supported the 
planting of roses along the wall 
and fence to soften the 
appearance and provide a 
thorny obstacle to intruders.”

Some common sense, please 

YESTERDAY a young lady from the BBC 
knocked on my door and asked me what I 
thought of the proposal to change to wheelie 
bins in Ely. It was the first that I had heard of it. 
Apparently, whilst the weekly black bag 
collection will be retained, the garden waste 
paper bags and black newspaper recycling box 
will be replaced by two wheelie bins that I will 
have to permanently house and put out every 
other week. Apparently the government has 
paid local authorities £5m pounds to provide 
these. But the government doesn’t have any 
money so they are distributing £5m of tax 
payer’s money to fix a system which is not 
broken! 

There are a number of problems with wheelie 
bins: 

The first is obviously their cost - £5m seems a 
lot of money and I am sure I am not alone in 
thinking what else the council could do with 


this money. The second is the space they take - 
full or empty. They are three times the volume 
of the black newspaper box which takes me a 
fortnight to fill (coincidence?) 

The cardboard and garden waste bags lie flat 
in my carport until needed, taking very little 
space. Surprisingly, this space expands a lot in 
summer and a little in winter. I suspect the 
garden waste wheelie bin will be too big for the 
winter and too small for the summer. 

There are a considerable amount of houses in 
our area with less than a 4metre frontage: take 
away the front door and the small storage area 
often adjacent to their front doors and the 
space left could barely contain two wheelie 
bins, let alone that this space will often be 
below their kitchen windows. So much for 
hygiene! 

For those in terraced housing who decide to 
keep their bins ‘out back’ the route to the edge 
of their property may involve pushing the bin 
through their living space. 

Many years ago when ‘road side rubbish 
collection’ was introduced, the elderly were 
assured that if they registered with the council 
then their bins would be brought from the rear 
of their properties by the collectors but, as 
with all ‘thin end of the wedge policy’ 
introductions the elderly now have to make 
their own arrangements. So forgive me for 
assuming that my 95 year old grandmother 
will have to push her wheelie bins to the 
roadside! 

The argument that it improves recycling is 
very weak. How can the means of conveying 
waste to the recycling centre improve 
recycling efficiency? 

Ely is well blessed with recycling centres. 
Tesco’s, Sainbury’s, Broad Street and High 
Barns are sites I know and use regularly for 
cans, bottles, paper, plastics and clothing. The 
new recycling centre on the way to Witchford 
is brilliant and an example of what the council 
can do. 

Unfortunately, they are people on our council 
who are convinced that ALL change is for the 
better. Let us hope that those with common 
sense prevail. 

As a final comment: I have lived in Ely since 
1986 and have never been unhappy with the 
rubbish collection system - it is brilliant and a 
credit to those involved.

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Review: Ely Consort’s Joyous English 
Choral Music for Summer at 
St Andrew’s Church, Sutton 


THIS was a great success. Under 
the directorship of Matthew Rudd, 
this fine choir offered music of rare 
quality. Vital accompanists includ¬ 
ed Jonathan Lilley (organ), Gavin 
Morrison (flute), Rose Hilder 
(oboe), Steph Reeve (clarinet) and 
Cecily Beer (harp) who enhanced 
considerably the programme fea¬ 
turing works by Stanford, Rutter, 
Britten, Mathias and contempo¬ 
rary composer Will Todd. 

The concert opened with the Te 
Deum from Charles Villiers 
Stanford’s Morning Service in C 
Op. 115 and the Magnificat and 
Nunc Dimittis, and Jubilate from 
this same work were interspersed 
between items in the first half of 
the programme. Stanford is a must 
in an evening of English Choral 


Music and the unified harmonic 
potency of the performers brought 
his music alive and registered him 
as one of the most worthy of our 
composers. It is no surprise that 
Holst and Vaughan Williams had 
been his pupils. 

Gavin Morrison (flute) expertly 
accompanied by Matthew Rudd 
(piano) then treated the sizeable 
audience to Rutter’s Prelude and 
Waltz from Suite Antique. The 
opening haunting Prelude with 
Gavin’s tonal strength and impres¬ 
sive breath control led perfectly 
into a jolly waltz which contained 
numerous rapid flurries that were 
mastered magnificently. 

It was in the Stanford’s Magnificat 
and Nunc Dimittis that we first 
heard the wonderful ‘Glory be to 
the Father ...’ filliing Sutton’s 14th- 
century church with some of the 
finest English choral sounds. 

Cecily Beer then entertained us 


with a delightful, gentle interlude 
from Britten’s A Ceremony of 
Carols. The clarity of her chordal 
work was particularly noticeable. 

The highlight of the evening for 
me was the next piece: The call of 
wisdom by Will Todd. These excel¬ 
lent performers revelled in the 
sheer beauty and inner cohesion of 
this very moving composition. 
Parts flowed smoothly and expres¬ 
sively, sometimes with full, com¬ 
plex yet exquisite harmonies. 
Jonathan’s meaningful dialogue 
from the organ also formed a most 
effective part. 

We shall certainly miss Jonathan 
after he has taken up his new posi¬ 
tion as Director of Music at 
Waltham Abbey next season 
(although he will be returning for 
Consort’s Jubilee celebration in 
September). He wowed us, as 
always, with a wonderful perfor¬ 
mance of Mathias’s Recessional. 


The evening ended with 
Psalmfest by Rutter which fea¬ 
tured choir and all the instrumen¬ 
talists. Of the eight psalms, the 
highlight for me was The lord is my 
shepherd. The tonal beauty of the 
oboe, the quality of sound in the 
sopranos solo lines and the con¬ 
trasting darkness conveyed by the 
full choir were mesmerizing. 

This was indeed an excellent 
evening.

NEWS that wheelie bins will 
be introduced in the Ely area 
this autumn has sparked 
anger.

“The waste and recycling 
system we currently have 
works fine. Yes there is always 
room for improvement when 
it comes to recycling but I 
don’t think wheelie bins are 
the answer. In fact, I think 
they’ll cause more problems.” 

The wheelie bins will be 
introduced over a JO-week 
period starting in September.

Cllr Kevin Ellis, chairman of 
the council’s waste and envi¬ 
ronment sub-committee, 
said: “Our new wheelie bin 
service will make recycling 
throughout East 

Cambridgeshire easier, more 
efficient and simpler for resi¬ 
dents. 

“While we understand that 
some residents are concerned 
about the changes, we are 
convinced that the vast 
majority support our plans to 
help recycle more of their 
waste. 

“Throughout the summer, 
officers will be out and about 
talking to people about any 
concerns or questions they 
have. 

“We are also being as sup¬ 
portive as possible where resi¬ 
dents experience difficulties 
with the new collections. 

“Nobody will be expected to 
wheel bins through their 
house for storage and they 
will not be issued where there 
is no space to store them off of 
the street between collec¬ 
tions. 

“Furthermore, where there 
is no able bodied person to 
move wheeled bins out for 
collection at an address, 
assistance will be provided.”

In order to make the school 
‘outstanding’, inspectors say it 
will need to improve mathemat¬ 
ics results for what inspectors 
described as “less-able” boys as 
well as making sure students 
apply what they are learning. 

The outcome of the inspection 
comes just weeks after Ofsted 
ruled that improvements are 
needed at nearby Soham Village 
College, also an academy. 

Inspectors praised several 
aspects of the school, including 
elements of teaching, the behav¬ 
iour of students and certain 
areas of leadership, but said that 
too few lessons were good or out¬ 
standing, that work in English 
was not always set at the right 
level, and that governors were 
not working effectively enough. 

The college was urged to 
increase the proportion of good 
or outstanding lessons, improve 
rates of progress in English and 
strengthen leadership.

Sir Jim said: “SUDEP 
accounts for at least half of all 
epilepsy deaths in the UK. 

“Whilst doctors have infor¬ 
mation to help patients avoid 
fatal accidents or prolonged 
seizures, much less is known 
about SUDEP. 


“The Epilepsy Deaths 
Register has been launched to 
help provide some answers to 
SUDEP and work towards the 
prevention of epilepsy 
deaths.” 

SUDEP Action chief execu¬ 
tive, Jane Hanna, added: “The 
Epilepsy Deaths Register can 
help save lives by providing 
information that hopefully 
one day will prevent the risk of 
sudden death for those with 
epilepsy. 

“I urge anyone with informa¬ 
tion about a death to contact 
the register via www.sudep. 
org.”

Catch exhibition 
at WWT in Welney 


AN exhibition exploring the 
fascinating history of a for¬ 
mer ironmongery is spend¬ 
ing the summer at the 
Wildfowl and Wetlands 
Trust (WWT) in Welney. 

The model and photo¬ 
graphic exhibition enables 
visitors to find out more 
about the JH Adams and 
Sons ironmonger, which 
supplied the village of 
Littleport for more than a 
century. 

The store, formerly in 
Main Street, has a link to the 
historical pastime of Fen 
skating. 

Once a great hobby in the 
Fens, villages such as 
Welney and Littleport were 
home to World Champion 
speed skaters including 
James and Fish Smart. 

When the Washes flooded 
and froze in the winter, 
skating became a way for 
the people who worked on 
the land to pass the time. 


JH Adams and Sons iron¬ 
mongery became sole UK 
importers of the world 
renowned Hagen Ice Skates 
and regularly fitted and 
repaired the skates of the 
champions. 

One visitor to the WWT 
who saw the exhibition said: 
“We are lost for words. 

“The work that has gone 
into making this model, 
photographic record book, 
DVD and play is unimagina¬ 
ble - absolutely beautiful 
and breathtaking.” 

The ironmongery was also 
the subject of a huge com¬ 
munity project in Littleport 
last year which discovered 
archives, historic artefacts 
and created a film, a play 
and a scale model as part of 
the celebrations. 

The WWT is open daily 
from 9.30am-5pm. Visit 
www.wwt.org.uk/visit/wel- 
ney or www.familyadam- 
sproject.org.uk.

Despicable Me 2 (U, 98 mins) 

WORKING to the principle that you don’t mess 
with a winning formula, directors Pierre Coffin and 
Chris Renaud deliver more warm-hearted thrills and 
slapstick spills in the sequel to their delightful 2010 
computer-animated adventure. 

Despicable Me 2 doesn't quite attain the dizzy 
heights of the original and lacks some of the heart- 
tugging emotion and warmth that epitomised Gru's 
journey from cackling arch-villain to surrogate 
father. Young audiences won't care though - the 
action sequences are bigger, including a James 
Bond-style opening sequence over the Arctic Circle, 
and the humour is just as silly. 

Screenwriters Ken Daurio and Cinco Paul have 
realised that the Minions are the star attraction, 
scene-stealing with googly-eyed gusto, so the 
diminutive yellow sidekicks are pushed squarely to 
the fore in the second madcap mission. They are 
firmly embedded in the main plot, almost elbowing 
Gru and his girls into the shadows, including the 
introduction of a new hybrid of Minion a la Gizmo 
and Strike in Gremlins that surely doubles the 


merchandising opportunities. 

Despicable Me 2 begins shortly after events of 
the original with Gru (voiced by Steve Carell) living 
in unconventional domestic bliss with his girls 
Margo (Miranda Cosgrove), Edith (Dana Gaier) 
and Agnes (Elsie Fisher). He has turned his back 
on skulduggery and now devotes his subterranean 
bunker to the production of jams and jellies under 
the supervision of technical genius Dr Nefario 
(Russell Brand). 

When a new threat to global peace emerges, Lucy 
Wilde (Kristen Wiig) from The Anti-Villain League 
stuns Gru with her lipstick taser and pressgangs 
him into working for the good guys to uncover the 
mastermind responsible for the theft of a top secret 
serum. 

Despicable Me 2 inspires a few paternal oohs 
and aahs as Gru navigates the road bumps of 
parenthood, including a last-minute crisis at little 
Agnes's birthday party. The romantic subplot 
between the supposedly unlovable reformed villain 
and Lucy is predictable but sweet, and the rest of 
the script follows a similarly linear trajectory.

Defend 

your garden 


THE other day, I wandered up the garden to find 
that some of my favourite emerging phlox had been 
razed to the ground, devoured by something which 
left just the stems at ground level. 

Rabbits? Could be. But no, the next day the culprit 
returned for second helpings - a large black cat 
with a penchant for perennials, 
so now I'm keeping a powerful 
water pistol by my patio door to 
scare off any such intruders. 

Indeed, one man's pet is 
another man's pest so it's useful 
to know how to control them. 

And it is often a matter of trial 
and error. What works for one 
gardener may be of no value to 
another. The only real deterrent 
may be a 6ft fence all the way 
around your garden, buried 
about 45cm (18in) into the soil 
so rabbits and other tunnelling 
creatures have less of a chance of penetrating your 
boundaries. 

However, fences can be expensive and are often 
not easy to erect if you have mature shrubs and 
trees growing on your boundary line, so here's a 
few solutions you might try to deter some of the 
nuisance animals into your garden. 

• Cats: There are a number of battery-operated 


deterrents on the market which, when switched on, 
pick up movement with an infra-red detector and 
then emit ultrasonic, high-pitched frequencies that 
reputedly scare off the culprits. They are not audible 
to humans and the usual range is about 10m (33ft) 
over an arc of 70 degrees. 

Another solution is to put 
down citrus peelings or lemon 
scent where the cats are causing 
the damage, or prickly prunings 
around their favourite plants. 

They are less likely to use 
your garden as a litter tray if 
they have no access to bare 
soil - especially dry, loose soil. 

Try growing the annual Coleus 
Canina, labelled as the 'Scaredy 
Cat Plant', a pretty blue-flowered 
annual which smells foul to cats. 
It's widely available online. 

• Rabbits: These fast-breeding 
mammals can cause massive damage to vegetables 
and flowers and are a particular problem in rural 
areas. The only real defence is a rabbit-proof fence 
buried around 45cm (18in) into the soil and about 
1m (3ft) high. You could also try growing plants 
which rabbits don't like, such as very aromatic 
plants, plants that ooze caustic milky sap, prickly 
plants, plants with spines or plants with tough

leathery leaves. These include astilbe, berberis, 
agapanthus, nicotiana, hydrangea, geranium, 
euphorbia, hypericum, helenium, rudbeckia and 
phormium, but there are many more. Be warned, 
though, if they are hungry, rabbits will eat anything. 

• Squirrels: The scourge of bird-lovers nationwide, 
squirrels will steal bird food from any receptacle it 
can get to, but there are now a lot of squirrel-proof 
feeders on the market to deter them. They can 
also damage plants, as they eat bulbs, shoot tips 
and flower buds, as well as stripping the bark from 
trees. The only effective protection is to secure net- 
covered cages for groups of plants and individual 
tree guards to stop them stripping the bark. 

• Foxes: They can dig up clumps of your lawn, 
flower beds and vegetable plots, but alas there's 
not much you can do about foxes. Avoid using 
fertilisers such as blood, fish and bone, which will 


attract them to the smell. Go to a zoo and speak to 
the keepers about getting some lion urine, which 
apparently foxes hate because of the smell. Sprinkle 
it over the entrance to and exit from their run and 
you may deter them. 

• Muntjac: These nuisance deer, natives of 
southeast Asia, strip rose bushes of buds, chew 
their way through shrubs and perennials and are 
territorial, so tend to return. Aside from putting 
a 6ft fence around your garden, you could try 
growing plants they're not so keen on, including 
camellia, cistus, hellebore, hosta, hydrangea, 
lavender, poppies and sedum. 

If you want to preserve the balance of nature, you 
could grow alternative food for the deer, allowing 
an area at the end of your garden to be devoted to 
brambles, rowan, dandelion, campion and yarrow. 
Hopefully they will prefer these to your roses.

Alfa Romeo reveals 
‘compact supercar’ 


ALFA ROMEO has revealed more 
technical information about the 
hotly-anticipated 40 ‘compact 
supercar’. 

The highly-advanced supermini¬ 
sized car will weigh just 895kg 
dry, while producing 246bhp from 
a turbocharged four-cylinder petrol 
engine sited behind the two seats. 
As a result its power-to-weight 
ratio is theoretically a very feisty 
275bhp per tonne, but that will 
drop when the car is filled with 
fluids and petrol. It is still likely to 
be comparable to, or better than, 
that of a supercharged Lotus 
Exige. 

Alfa has referred to it as 
‘exclusive but achievable’ in the 
context of using an existing four- 
cylinder engine 
instead of developing 
something else. 

However, the 
extensive use of 
carbon fibre, 
composites, special 
lighter production 
techniques and 
thinning processes 
for everything 
possible, including 
the glass, mean that 


the 4C is not likely to cost less 
than a Porsche Cayman S. 

Production will take place in 
Modena, Italy, where facilities 
have been put in place to build 
more than 1,000 4Cs per year if 
the demand is there. Testing and 
finishing procedures will be shared 
with the Maserati production line, 
to ensure that every 4C leaves the 
factory prepared to the highest 
standard. 

Not only that, but each 4C that is 
built will be taken onto public 
roads for 40km by an experienced 
test driver, whose job it is to make 
sure that the chassis and 
suspension are perfect and that 
there are no undesirable rattles or 
shakes.

Injury woe 
nears end 
for Sayers 


GOLDIE Sayers has daylight in sight 
after an injury and surgery nightmare. 

The 30-year-old javelin thrower, a 
former King’s School, Ely pupil, suffered 
agony at last summer’s Olympics as she 
tried to battle through a partially torn 
elbow ligament which she sustained 
when throwing a British record 66.17m 
three weeks before the Games. 

But by competing in London, it made 
things worse as the ligament ruptured 
in the first round and required surgery. 

And things took a turn for the worse 
when they should have been getting 
better. 

“I had an operation straight after the 
Olympics and the surgeon was very 
confident with what he was doing and 
he repaired the ligament,” said Sayers. 

“I was rehabbing but it never felt right. 
It was constantly flaring up, so I knew 
something was wrong. 

“I had another scan in February and it 
transpired that one of the screws had 
come out by half a centimetre, and 
that’s quite a lot in an elbow. 

“My line is that you can’t out-rehab an 
unsuccessful surgery.” 

So Sayers took it upon herself to find 
the best elbow surgeon in the world, and 
her research led her to America. 

“Unfortunately in the UK they are not 
as experienced with elbows,” she said. 


“All the cricketers don’t get it (elbow 
surgery) done in the UK, they go to 
America. 

“All the professional sports in America 
are throwing-based.” 

The route took her to have an 
operation called Tommy John Surgery - 
notably associated with baseball 
players - in West Florida by Dr James 
Andrews, whose patients include a host 
of top US sports stars. 

“Had I had it done first of all I would 
have been fine,” said Sayers. 

“All the baseball pitchers get done by 
him. He has a very high success rate 
with this surgery. 

“I can tell the operation has gone well 
and am very positive about getting 
back.” 

As part of her rehab in America, Sayers 
took the opportunity to visit Dan Pfaff, 
her coach at Lea Valley who returned to 
Phoenix after the Olympics, and some of 
her old training partners. 

On her return to Britain she has been 
focussed on the long road to full fitness, 
with an aim of throwing again towards 
the end of the year to be competing 
again next summer. 

And it is the high of that last throw 
when fully fit - the British record at 
Crystal Palace - that has helped Sayers 
through the dark days. 



“Had I not been throwing so well I 
would find it a lot harder to keep 
motivated,” she said. 

“It’s been almost like having a 
sabbatical in many ways. 

“You get so bogged down in everything 
and in an individual sport it can be all- 
consuming as there’s always something 
you can improve on. It’s nice to be a bit 
more relaxed about it all. 

“Having a competitive year out, it does 
take the pressure off and gives you 
perspective. It’s made me motivated 
and helped sustain my motivation.”
